Th ird-qu arter GM sales were

Contaminated With 
Poisonous Mercury 


WASHINGTON iA P) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
today announced the first recall; 
ot a product contaminated with 
poisonous mercury —25,000 liver 
pills made from seals. 
The FDA requested the recall 
in nine states after inspectors 
found mercury levels in the pills 
60 times the safe level estab­ 
lished for food: 
0 5 parts per 
million. A half-part per million 
is comparable proportionally to 
a jigger of vermouth and a 
tankcar of gin. 
The seal-liver pills were man­ 
ufactured by R andal Nutritional 
Products, Santa R osa, Calif., 
and are sold in health food 
stores as a blood builder and 
mild laxative. 
The recall affects outlets in 
California. Washington, Oregon, 
Florida, Illinois, Oklahoma. Col­ 
orado, Michigan and New York

S e p t ember 
than in 
Aug­ 
ust 
This 
re­ 
port 
flared 
like 
brush 
grass 
wild- 
* r 
fire through rank and filers eve­ 
ry w here — including the GM 
strikers. And the word raced 
through 
the 
mass 
industries, 
such as containers, m etals and 
“ steel.” which is preparing for 
a series of showdown strikes 
which may last from February 
right through 19 71. 
Since 
this 
Cost 
of 
Living 
(COLi and C.P.I. statistics are 
inflaming already militant un­ 
ion 
membership, 
someone 
should explain that though tne 
statistics go up — a lot of peo­ 
ple are geaing more tor their 
money and a lot of prices aro 
going down. But if the peopie 
warn more 
for 
their 
money 
they 're going to pui out more 
and more money . 
For example, one of the items 
which pushed up the C.P.I. last 
month is “ hospital services ' 
Well, true, especially in 
New 
York City . There, in some hos­ 
pitals a tour-bedded "sem i-pri­ 
vate ’ room goes for $110 a day 
per bed Private rooms are edg­ 
ing up to $150 (and even $ld0 
shortly) a day . 
But so are ihe wages of the 
unskilled aides and orderlies in 
these hospitals. They 're at $118 
a week and soon will jump to 
$130. But we re m a new socie­ 
ty . We re going to pay more 
for work lew want to do. As 
these wages go up so do the 
nurses', me supei» e>ors 
and 
doctors’ fees. And the main­ 
spring is the hospual locai ii*9 
which calls itself “ Martin Luth­ 
er King s own union.” Add to 
this the astronomical cost of 
electronic and computerized hos­ 
pital eq uipment and y ou get to 
the point where if y ou want to 
aurvive y ou pay more. But peo­ 
ple recover laster and do nve 
longer. 


AND THERE ARE other forc­ 
es pushing the C.P.i. percent­ 
age higher and onto the front 
pages each month, in August 
buy ing a home went up. So did 
the cost of uuy ing money for 
m ortgages. So did the price of 
reshingnng a home, replacing 
sinks, maintaining the house, 
preparing it for winter, etc., 
etc. All these items are woven 
into the C.P.I. because the gov­ 
ernm ent specialists say this is 
what is in "the basket” being 
bought by the average urban 
farrny . 
Also tossed into the higi.er 
statistic are such items as the 
increased 
cost 
of 
cigarettes, 
restaurant meals, beer, alcohol­ 
ic beverages, movie admissions 
- anu taxes. Well, except .or 
the latter albatross, the other 
item s seem to be a r a tte r of 
tas.e. If y ou average New York 
-.V rthern New jersey - Cn 
i- 
go-San 
Francisco 
restaurant 
prices into the big statistic, of 


course the 
"weighted 
figure” 
will go up. But if y ou want to 
go chi-chi y ou can’t go cheaply . 
And an analy sis of what goes 
into "recreation” 
and 
“ read­ 
ing" 
makes 
for 
fascinating 
sport. This includes the increase 
in the cost of such items as out­ 
board motors and new cans. 
But there isn’t the slightes. in­ 
sinuation here that the coat of 
railroad 
and 
airplane 
fares, 
women's apparel (any thing 
to 
avoid the 
midi), 
clothes 
for 
school children and those who 
are campus-bound, or fuel, eic., 
have not risen. 
But somewhere in the public 
reports, one message seems to 
get lost — .o s i . 
i tm s 
*o 
down. On the down cost spiral 
in September were the price* 
of cereals and bakery products, 
m eats, poultry and fish. And if 
the spirit of the departed Eddie 
Cantor is somewhere with us, 
it can accurately sing tomatoes 
are cheaper, potatoes are cheap­ 
er and now s the time to fall 
in love because so is sirloin 
steak. Also used cars and there 
are some mighty fine Ameri­ 
can small 
cars 
available 
at 
prices reminiscent of those old- 
fashioned perm anent going-out- 
of-bustness sales. 


AND TALKING ABOUT sal­ 


es, the index doesn’t alway s 
reflect the seasonal sales by 
big stores 
— especially 
this 
October when the emporiums 
put out the big signs early be­ 
cause of a lag in purchases of 
m en's, ladies' and children's ap­ 
parel. 
Certainly part of this story is 
a report in the United Auto 
Workers 
monthly 
publication 
which advises GM strikers on 
how to buy less costly foods. 
The comm entator lists a num­ 
ber of foods from pork, broil­ 
ers. canned salmon, beef liver, 
beef, perch fillets to various 
cheeses with intermittent chang­ 
es o i diet to turkey , ham burger 
and beef chops, as good buy s 
at lower prices these day s. 
There are prices going up. 
There are costs going down. 
It all depends on where y ou 
are, what y ou want, how much 
y ou drink, smoke and drive. 
Certainly there is a cost surge. 
But those who use this as elec­ 
tioneering hy steria will whip up 
a lot more than an ouipounng 
of votes.

But may be after 
tlie elections, the country will 
be told the whole truth—namely , 
that the Vietnam War would 
long ago have been terminated 
If it were not for the military 
aid furnished North Vietnam by 
the Soviet Union 
ALTHOUGH THE 
President 
m ay wish to avoid at this tima 
what is called a "confrontation” 
w ith the Soviets, there is no rea­ 
son why the public opinion o f 
the world should not be inform­ 
ed that the United States and its 
allies are striving to protect tha 
right of 
self-determination 
of 
peoples, while Russia is supply ­ 
ing military aid to a nation guil­ 
ty of flagrant aggression. Tha 
facts about the Vietnam contro­ 
versy are not widely known. The 
extent to which the Soviet Un­ 
ion has financed the war against 
South Vietnamese and Ameri­ 
can troops needs to be disclos­ 
ed. 
The United States came to tha- 
aid of the Russian 
people in 
World War II and sent an army 
overseas to complete the mam­ 
moth task. Surely 
there ara 
many reasons why the 
Soviet 
Union and the United States 
should join together to preserve 
the peace of the world. Russia, 
however, is spending a lot oi 
money not only to supply mili­ 
tary aid, both secretly and op­ 
enly , to various countries but to 
support subversive agents who 
are at work in many lands seek­ 
ing to overthrow existing gov­ 
ernm ents and gain control for 
the Communist regime in Mos­ 
cow. 
IT IS A SERIOUS q uestion 
how long these tactics 
should 
be permitted to continue with­ 
out full exposure. At 
present, 
there is evidence of much Com­ 
munist 
subversion 
in 
L atin- 
American countries. The elec­ 
tion of a Marxist in Chile and 
the maintenance of 
a Commu­ 
nist foothold in Cuba 
are ex­ 
amples of how far-reaching the 
Communist machine is today . 
While Red China has had con­ 
siderable influence at Hanoi, it 
is believed that the Soviets are 
still on top because they have 
the money and the eq uipment 
to contribute. 
The whole picture is a dismal 
one. It doesn't point 
the way 
toward a peace agreem ent at 
Paris on the Vietnam issue. Nor 
is there any sign of an abate­ 
ment of Soviet mischief-making 
in Southeast 
Asian 
countries. 
Sooner or later, the non - Com­ 
munist countries will 
have to 
face up to the facts of Commu­ 
nist subversion and insist that 
Moscow change its policy or see 
an 
increasing 
unfriendliness 
throughout the world toward tha 
Soviet Union.

abruptly, you may have with­ 
drawal reactions. These include 
excessive drowsiness and often 
a severe headache. The head­ 
ache can be relieved with one 
cup of regular coffee. 
For this reason I usually ad­ 
vise cutting down to one cup a 
day, then stopping coffee alto­ 
gether — or using a caffine-free 
product if desired. Better stiil 
is to switch to fruit juice.

Dear Salem Voters: 


As a Leetonia resident and voter who has children in school, I too am compelled 
to "express my seli" in a Letter to the Editor. 
Since the proposed school consolidation will have little effect on y ou, I suppose 
y ou find it easy to believe there are only a handful of residents opposing this issue — 
led by three so-called "rabble-rousers." If y ou can believe this, then I'm sure y ou 
are also positive there's a Santa Clause, Easter Bunny , and even a Good Fairy . 
Please don't be misled! I wouldn't even venture to say where the majority vote 
lies in Leetonia. but if y ou were in our place, how would y ou vote? 
I'm a disillusioned American! After supporting all tax issues in past y ears, it's 
sad to discover that we own nothing or have no say in our public school sy stem. If 
the state is so concerned with improving our standards, it would also be nice if they 
showed equal concern as to how we can continue to meet the costs. 
At our February PTO meeting, our school board members announced a program 
would be presented on school consolidation. This proved no great attraction since 
other programs had also been given on the same subject. Here's Surprise No. 1! The 
Salem-Leeionia consolidation was introduced! Little did we know that our school 
board would be so easily influenced by a straw vote of 67 parents and teachers. Our 
board members not only introduced the prooosal (for the first time’, they held a special 
meeting the same evening and voted that it be submitted to the state for study . 
Some residents cry ing "foul play " then formed a citizens committee in an effort 
to halt the move, asking that the local board consider another way to meet the state- 
required vocational education which would enable us to maintain our own high 
school. 
From qustionaires distributed and reiur-ned by residents (all local voters), 7 5 
were for the Salem-Leetonia consolidation; 513 against, and 117 wanted more facts. 
The quesiionaires were not recognized by our school board, nor by the State 
Board of Education when later presented as proof of local discention. They were not 
properly worded. Every citizen apparently has the riqht to sDeak out. BUT y ou'd 
better have a lawy er to tell y ou how to exoress y ourself. 
Nex t we asked for a separate vote only to be told that this wouldn't be the "dem­ 
ocratic" way . Now, I tail to see what is so aemocratic about the present set-up since 
Salem's voting power is tour times greater than Leetonia's. 
We hold no ill will toward Salem residents and hope the feeling is mutual. I, for 
one, cannot apologize for the actions ot some of our residents. Since when is it neces­ 
sary to find excuses for try ing to save something y ou care for? You had no more to 
say about the proposed consolidation than we did, but • • we stand to lose our high 
school. Put y ourself in our place. 
If we're given a sparaie vote count, regardless of the outcome, we must let the 
majority decide. Is this too much to hope for? 
I find it amazing that so many people feel obliged to endorse our school merger 
that are not Leetonia or Salem residents. 
"The Ohio School Boards Association Backs Salem-Leetonia Consolidation!" Won­ 
derful! How many children do they have in either school sy stem and how does it 
effect the vote? 
The Leetonia Education Association also endorses the proposed plan. Again I say , 
"wonderful"! But — out of 23 high school teachers, 9 are Leetonia voters, 4 are 
Salem voters, leaving 10 area teachers commuting to Leetonia. 
From 30 junior high and elementary teachers, 14 are Leetonia voters, 3 Salem 
voters, and 13 commuting teachers. 
Since our own voters' questionaires failed to impress our local and state school 
hoards, I find it very easy to be equally unimpressed by such endorsements. 
We're even assured that one of our board members will be seated on the new 
school hoard — at least until the nex t election and then it's up to us to get board rep­ 
resentation. Of course, this will be a cinch! 
With our voting power, what can we lose? 
I've seen a few questions put to Supt. Pond by voters and concerned parents. One 
would almost get the impression that the only concern is whether Salem will be dis­ 
turbed by this proposed move. What a cy nical thought! 
Of course y ou're equally 
interested in the welfare of Leetonia students. You AGREE that y our students should 
not be bussed to Leetonia but WE must be transported willingly to Salem. 
And how can y ou even mention "such activities as athletics, band, clubs and 
the like?" We don't want to lose our football, basketball, track, golf and cross-coun­ 
try teams. Nor our band, majorettes, cheerleaders, and our many clubs. We're told 
this is the only reason we don't want to give up our high school. Will YOU feel any 
loy alty to y our school when it's name is chanqed and the Quakers become extinct? 
You may be tested — and please don't protest. It isn't becoming to a "free American." 
I know y ou're proud of y our present school sy stem and its $1.7 44 million expan­ 
sion orooram. 
Is it true that "the remodeled building will accomodate some 1,500 students but 
natural population growth is not expected to reach that level until 19 7 4?" 
If y our high school enrollment now averages 1,326 pupils, and ours averages 
37 9 , the total seems to exceed y our facilities already . Where does that leave the res­ 
idents of both communities? ' Possibly faced with an additional expansion program 
and levy by 19 7 4? Would this increase the present consolidated tax rate of 30.7 0? 
Will this end up being as economical as it sounds? 
The November election will tell the tale and y ou, dear Salem residents, are for­ 
tunate enough to make the decision. May y ou continue to be so lucky . 
If the consolidation is passed by the Salem vote but is defeated in Leetonia. re­ 
member that although small, we're very proud of our school. Wouldn't y ou be?

NEW YORK (AP) - “San 
Francisco 
International

port,” the second segment of 
NBC’s “ Four in One” series, 
took off Wednesday night with 
a good, old-fashioned suspense 
story in modem dress. 
The lirst of six action stories 
built around a commercial air­ 
port was hung on an antiwar 
scientist and his plan to protest 
the nation’s arms buildup by un­ 
leashing a military shipment of 
lethal gas, destroying himself 
and anybody in its path. 
The scientist gained access to 
the gas cyclinders by a ruse in 
spite of a ring of armed guards 
and replaced a pressure gauge 
with a device that would, in 
three hours, release the poison 
Then he gave himself up, with 
an explanation of his purpose, to 
the manager of the airport, 
played by Lloyd Bridges. 
The rest of the program was 
devoted to the frantic hunt for 
the device while clearing the 
airport of planes and people. 
The plot is a basic one often 
used in television. However, it 
worked nicely against the busy 
dramatic background of an air­ 
port. Bridges, an old hand at TV 
adventure, handled his hero’s 
role easily as the story built to 
the anticipated climax and hap­ 
py ending.

WASHINGTON (AP) - State 
universities and colleges offer 
the best dollar bargain for the 
college-bound student but even 
here the cost of a college educa­ 
tion has risen 30 per cent in the 
past five years. And it is going 
to continue to rise.
